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Opinions solicited on flexible calendar

The Flexible Calendar Task Force has recommended to 
SAC President Bill Wenrich that a revised school schedule 
be adopted. 

_ The new schedule would call for 160 days of instruction 
per year, as opposed to the current 175. Its primary 
advantage is that it would allow the fall semester to end 
before Christmas vacation. 

Wenrich, while feeling “generally positive” about the 
proposed change, told the assembled faculty and staff on 
Nov. 11 that before he recommends the change to the 
Rancho Santiago Community College District Board, more 
input from faculty, staff and students should be generated. 
The board will take up the issue on Dec. 6. 

Dr. Steve Eastmond, a SAC astronomy instructor, 
headed the task force subcommittee that examined 16 
potential 160-day calendars. His. committee decided on a 
plan that has the fall semester begin on Aug. 29 and end on 
Dec. 21, while the spring semester would be in session from 
Jan. 23 through May 24. 

“For the first year of the new calendar, we wanted to make 
as little change as possible. Some of the others we examined 
would have disrupted the academic year much more,” 
Eastmond said. ; 


“The main advantage of the proposed change--and I think 
everyone agrees here--is that the semester would end before 
Christmas, consequently ending the so-called fame duck’ 
instructional period after vacation. Also, by completing the 
spring semester. before Memorial Day, SAC students will 
have an edge over some other local college students in 
finding summer jobs,” continued Eastmond. 

But even advocate Eastmond noted some disadvantages. 
“The semester would start earlier, and students would have

~ either faster presentation of course material, or less material. 
presented,” he said. 

While the proposed calendar dictates up to 15 fewer days 
of instruction per year, state law stipulates that those days 
must be used for “instructional improvement” (read: 
mandatory participation by the faculty in what the local 
board and state decide will enhance their teaching 
capabilities) and also that some instruction must be offered. 

While the implementation of the former remains 
undecided, Faculty Senate President Court Holdgrafer 
views the latter as a great opportunity to “offer highly 


superior students the chance to engage in independent 


study for the two weeks...I think most of us (faculty) have had 


outstanding students that we would have liked to work with 
more, but couldn’t because of the way the academic year is 
structured.” The state law also recognizes counseling as 
instruction. 

ASB President Kenneth Kremer agrees with Wenrichand 
Eastmond that now the most important goal is to encourage 
feedback from. everyone who would be affected. With a 
special emphasis on students, Kremer noted that “for the 
typical person at SAC, the flexible calendar would be 
fantastic. 

“In our (the Flexible Calendar Task Force’s) attempt to 
examine how the change would affect all students, not just 
mainstream students, we’ve seen some minor problems,” he 
continued. “For example, the new schedule might be 
inconvenient for some women students who have children 
at home'and who would begin their school year after their 
mother’s.” 

“So we've ended up with some quibbling. But I frankly 
can’t see any major disadvantages. But we all want to hear 
from the rest of the campus.” 

Everyone is encouraged to respond to the proposed 
schedule change by writing el Don, visiting Kremer’s office 
in the Johnson Campus Center, or by leaving a note in the 
suggestion box in the cafeteria. 
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Man charged withfelony assault

A man wasarrested and subsequently charged with 


assault with a deadly weapon following an incident in 
SAC’s parking lot on Nov. 4. 

Manuel Gomez Sanchez, 25, is accused of 
attempting to do bodily harm to SAC Police Officer 
Devon Trahan, in an attack that apparently began 
with Sanchez’ attempt to reunite with an ex-girlfriend, 
student Christine Dugas. 

Sanchez allegedly sought to escape questioning by 
Officer Trahan when he attempted to drive away. In 
the process, Trahan was struck in the chest with an 
open car door, and two cars in the parking lot were 
damaged. . 

A car chase through Santa Ana culminated with a 
foot race on Baker Street, where Trahan caught 
Sanchez and placed him under arrest. 

According to Dugas, she and Sanchez lived 
together about five years ago, when she ended the 
relationship partly because of his “violent temper.” 
She claims not to have seen Sanchez since the 
breakup until this Oct. 29, when he approached her 
near the el Don newsroom. 

Dugas had recently published a series of articles on 
domestie violence and, according to her report, 
Sanchez thought the articles were specifically 
directed at him. 

“Although my experiences with him increased my 
awareness of the problem of domestic violence,” 
Dugas said, “I hadn’t seen the man in five years, and 
he was not the inspiration for the articles. Pd kept my 
address a secret, and! have no idea how he found me. 
“He wanted to rekindle the relationship, but I did not. I 
asked him to stay away from me and my daughters.” 

On Thursday, Nov. 4,. Dugas had not been 
approached by Sanchez again, and “I began to think 
he was going to leave me alone,” she related.

But at about 8:30 a.m., Sanchez appeared outside 
the door of Dugas’s statistics class on the fourth floor 
of Dunlap Hall. 

“How did he find me_there?” Dugas asked 
rhetorically. “I was scared to death. I told Professor 
Pezzetti that I was afraid, and he called campus 
security.” 

Pezzetti accompanied Dugas outside the class to 
see where Sanchez had gone, and they saw him sitting 
on the grass below. When Officer Trahan approached 
him, he ran. 

Dugas suspected that he would be parked near her 
car and went down with Trahan to get the vehicle 
license number. Trahan apprehended Sanchez near 
his van and questioned him about his presence on 
campus. 

When a registration-check showed that the van was 
not registered to Sanchez, he explained that he had 
the bill of sale, but that it was not in his possession. 

Sanchez then got into the van and started the 
engine. Trahan yelled for him to stop, but Sanchez 
accelerated in reverse, and the open door struck 
Trahan in the chest. The van hit a parked car, which in 
turn collided with a car behind it. 

The car chase ensued, and Santa Ana Police were 
called for assistance. Yet when Sanchez fled on foot at 
Baker Street, it was Trahan who caught him. 

“Pm sure glad Trahan was in the case,” said Lem 
Bonilla, dean of District Police and Safety. “Trahan 
was a track star in school. and I doubt that anyone 
else could have caught Sanchez.” 

Dugas also had praise for Trahan. “I filed 27 


complaints against Sanchez in the past, and noaction ` 


was ever taken. I feel safer here than I do at home.” 

Sanchez was arraigned on Nov. 9 at the Orange 
County Courthouse in Santa Ana on charges of 
felony assaultwith a deadly weapon and misdemeanor 
reckless driving. He remains in jail in lieu of posting 
$5,000 bail.

. Will there be educational life for 
SAC after the recent elections? 
For many SAC administration 
officials, it is just too early to tell 
yet. Although Governor-elect 
George Deukmejian promised 
limited tax increases in his 
campaign, some feel he may 
change that position after 
reviewing the financial problems of 
community colleges. - 
“I don’t think Governor Brown 
was good for SAG, even though he 
has said he supported education,” 


commented Dr. Bill Wenrich, 
president of the college. He felt 
that Brown did not help the school 
systems as much as he said he 
would. “And although Deukmejian 
has been opposed to a tax 
increase, we may find that he will 
change his mind after reviewing 
the situation.” 

Wenrich also believes that the 
fact that there is a Democratic 
majority in the state Assembly is 
promising because of the party’s 
history of supplying more funds for 
schools. 

“I think most people in 
Sacramento realize that education 


Wenrich thinks that they may find 
a compromise with the so-called 
“sin” taxes--that is, tax increases 
on beer, wine and cigarettes. The 
legislature is currently focusing its 
attention on the mounting budget 
deficit. 

A more definite plus for SAC, 
resulting from the elections, was 
the passing of the $5 million public 
school bond issue. This now allows 
schools to continue to receive the 
capital outlay from oil drilling on 
the coast. A 

Dr. Vernon Armstrong, director 
of planning at SAC, sees some of 
this money being alloted for new 
facilities. He stated, “At the very

As for the new governor, 
Armstrong said, “There is a good 
possibility that there will be better 
support than before (for 
education). Brown paid a lot of lip 
service to the schools, but a man 
like Deukmejian may actually help 
us.”

Still Sneed, like the others, is 
adopting a wait-and-see attitude 
towards our -newly elected 
officials.

However, we feel that congratulations are in order for the 
National Aeronautics and Space Administration in regards to the 
space shuttle program. 

The shuttle successfully touched down at Edwards Air Force 
Base Tuesday morning for the fifth time, in characteristically 
routine form. 

Although this mission was not without its problems 
(motionsickness, malfunctioning of space walk suits), the 
commercial aspects of the mission went off without a hitch. 

The space shuttle seems to be evidence that the old disposable 
rockets (one launch per ship) are a thing of the past, and reusable 
spacecraft are the future of the space program.

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Presidents can’t 
meet high hopes

Perhaps the most beaten scapegoat of all is 
the president of the United States. 

He is quickly elevated into the position by a 
bunch of smiling advocates that talk about all 
the wrongs he will fix, and just as quickly, he is 
badgered and shot down when things don’t 
immediately shape up. 

All presidents have faults, there is no arguing 
that. But a much more serious problem is the 
American public’s unrealistic expectations of the 
officeholder. 

The problem is that there exists in the 
American mind and probably in minds 
everywhere, the mythical idea that it is possible 
to find a saviour-hero who will make quick fixes 
and right all the wrongs in existence. 

Time and again, Americans elect an individual 
expecting him to possess superhuman ability. But 
when the individual turns out to be a human, 
when he is seen for what he is-- someone who 
has good days and bad--someone who wins 
some and loses others, then he is condemned. 

John Steinbeck expressed American’s view of 
the president eloquently in his book America 
and Americans: “We give the president more 
work than a man can do, more responsibility 
than a man should take, more pressure than a 
man can bear. We abuse him often and rarely 
praise him. We wear him out, use him up, eat 
him up.” 

As well as expecting a president with limited 
powers to effectively and quickly solve all 
problems, Americans also possess other highly 
contradictory expectations of him. 

U.S. citizens hold a number of paradoxical 
views regarding the presidency. These opposing 

ideas are revealed in political scientist Thomas 


their own minds.” The article then 


E. Cronin’s book The State of the Presidency. 
Americans expect what Cronin refers to as 
“The Decent and Just but Decisive and Guileful 
Leader.” Especially after Watergate, Americans 
want above all an honest, trustworthy leader. 
Yet, at the same time, they demand that he be 

powerful, tough and even at times ruthless. 

A president is thus forced into a no-win 
situation. He can’t be too nice,or he will be 
labeled as a “Mr. Nice Guy” like Ford and 
Carter.Yet, he can’t be too manipulative or 
mean as Nixon and Johnson have often been 
considered. 

` We want a sincere, mean, nice, tough 
president. In essence, as Cronin aptly puts it, “a 
kindhearted son of a bitch or a clean wheeler- 
dealer.” 

Another paradoxical attitude held by citizens 
is that the president should be “The Common 
Man Who Gives an Uncommon Performance.” 

Americans treasure the-man-who-rose-above- 
the-log-cabin image. Everyone wants the 
common man, and yet, we demand an 
uncommon performance from him. “It has been 


` said that the American people crave to be 


governed by a president who is greater than 
anyone, but no better than anyone else.” 
Probably the most ridiculous paradox is the 
“Reassuring the Public While Accentuating a 
Sense of Crisis Leader? Cronin relates, 
“Although a president is expected to exude 
hope, reassurance and an I’m OK we’re OK sense 
sense of confidence, the public nevertheless 
likes to see presidents visibly wrestling with 
crises.” And yet, it is usually the president’s ` 
handling of these same crises that they condemn. 
As you can see, the public’s expectations are 
too high and contradictory. If he’s going to be 
dumped on, then there should at least be logical 
reasons for it.

Since the dawn of Punk, Rockabilly and 
whatever other music trends are now popular 
with teen-agers, I have been wondering if good 
ol’ straight-from-the-heart -rock ‘n roll had 
finally sung its swan song. 

Now don’t get me wrong, I think the new- 
fangled trends are fun, but it seems to be me that 
something’s missing, and until recently, I 
couldn’t put. my finger on what it was. 

While watching the Little River Band (LRB) at 
the New Universal Amphitheatre last Sunday, I 
realized what the current rock movements seem 
to be lacking:

It’s that sort of soul-searching essence that 
comes from experiencing life’s various ups and 
downs. 

I don’t think a song needs to be profound in 
order for it to be good, but while listening to 
most NewWave, l have trouble understanding 
the lyrics (I sound like my mother.)

Punk” because “regular” rock bands were too 
mellow, thus, they kept him from cutting loose 
and having a good time at concerts.

‘however, I don’t feel the musicians are to 
‘blame.

And 
the rain did come down, in rampaging flash-flood 
form. The first performers of the three-act night, 
Sound and Space featuring Roscoe Mitchell, had a

But with Anderson, the quiet crowd turned into an 
‘enthusiastic mass of young people and art 
appreciators, with little wonder. Anderson’s use of 
slides, film and electronic sound effects made her 
show a dazzling display.

I think reserved seating may be one reason 
“regular” music fans don’t go hog-wild at 
concerts (after all, mother always said that it’s 
bad manners to leave your seat during a 
performance) . 

LRB, is a group that is often called “soft 
rock,” but last weekend they were far from 
mellow. The Australian group just about tore 
the Universal’s brand new roof right off. 

I think it was LRB’s lead singer John 
Farnham (who replaced Glenn Shorrock about 
10 months ago), who provided the key that got 
the crowd on its feet. 

The 33-year-old dynamic vocalist stared at 
his audience with a cocky look on his face and 
stated, “Hey! I thought this was California!” 

After the crowd shouted in response, 
Farnham continued, “Hey! I thought this was 
Los Angeles!” which prompted even louder 
cheers from the fans. 

Then Farnham yelled, “Well then, what’s the 
matter with you people? Is dancing illegal in Los 
Angeles?” 

The rest of the concert was one huge down- 
to-earth rock ‘n’ roll party. 

Afterwards, it occurred to me that quality 
musicians need more than just talent. They 
need the ability to give a piece of themselves in 
order to touch their audience. 

I suppose, if purple mohawks and safety pins 
are what it takes to reach some people, then 
that’s OK by me. 

But I , for one, am glad there’s still groups 
around like LRB, because now I know that good 
ol straight-from-the-heart rock ‘n’ roll will never 
die.

“Now is the time we are going to really show what 
we are made.of,” said SAC middle linebacker Melvin 


_ Black. “We are going to have to regroup and to 


play the way we really can.’ 


SAC is coming off one of the worst defeats ever 
suffered by a Don team, losing to Citrus, 56-9. 


“We were in the game for the first quarter,” Black 
said. “We held them to minus yardage in that first 
quarter. Then, after a few bad plays and some 
turnovers, we were down 28-3. 


“I could not believe it was happening to us. We had 
a big letdown after the Saddleback game. It was as if 
we thought we could just show up and play good 
defense. That doesn’t work, your head must be in the 
game,” the linebacker explained. 


After the first quarter, the Dons were downy7-3, 
despite holding Citrus to a minus seven yards on 
offense. The Owls scored on the opening kickoff on a 
93-yard return. The second quarter proved to be the 
downfall for the Dons as Citrus scored 28 unanswered 
points.

The game will feature a sharp contrast in offensive 
styles as Riverside College relies on one of the top 
rushing tandems in the league in Tony Cherry and 
Stan Adams. 


SAC, as it has all season, will be depending on Phil 
Cooper to move the Don offense. Cooper needs only 
nine completions to tie Bob Frasco’s season 
completion mark of 169, set last year. 

Against Citrus, Cooper hit on 20 of 40 passes for 
269 yards. 


The running game for SAC was again non-existent 
as the Dons could only muster up 38, yards on 36 
carries including five quarterback sacks. Cleo 
Bennett, who gained 67 yards against Saddleback, 
was high man for the Dons as he rolled up 47 yards on 
15 carries. 


The 56 points given up by the SAC defense was the 
most points scored upon a Don defense since 1955 
when San Francisco City scored 55 points. 


“If we cannot get together and try and play hard 
after a loss like that one, then we better take a good 
hard look at ourselves,” Black-said.
